With so many resi¬ 
dents asking me the same 
question, I feel it’s vital 
that all voters know that 
all elected Magistrates 
or County Judge has 
no authority in Augus¬ 
ta, Brooksville and Ger¬ 
mantown city limits. All 
three communities are 
incorporated cities, they 
elect their own Mayor 
and City Council and all 
decisions are made by 
them. Magistrates and 
County Judge’s author¬ 
ity rest with road main¬ 
tenance outside their 
city limits, and coun¬ 
ty business. In the event 
the county would ever 
implement zoning, Au¬ 
gusta, Brooksville and 
Germantown are not in¬ 
cluded. The decision lies 
with each city govern¬ 
ment to decide what is 
best for their city in any 
and all County wide zon¬ 
ing.

Trash Talk

Howdy Folks! Last 
week Kentucky’s Divi¬ 
sion of Air Quality cele¬ 
brated Air Quality Aware¬ 
ness Week and while we 
may be a week behind in 
sharing, the information 
is even more important 
today as it was last week! 
Knowledge of air quality 
and its importance to the 
health of humans and the 
environment can never 
be overstated and pro-ac¬ 
tively incorporating this 
knowledge into daily liv¬ 
ing will continue to be of 
utmost importance! The 
Division of Air Quality 
presented three questions 
on its website to test the 
reader’s awareness of air 
pollution. 

Question one wanted 
to know the largest source 
of airborne pollution in 
the U.S.? This multiple 
choice question included 
vehicles, municipal trash 
burning power plants, 
factories or backyard 
bum barrels. Surprising¬ 
ly the correct answer is 
the bum barrel! Question 
two told us that we were 
camping and wanted to 
know what we could do 
to protect the air and our 
health. Should we get rid 
of our trash by burning it 
in the campfire? Should 
we recycle it when pos¬ 
sible and dispose of non¬ 
recycling material in a 
garbage container? Or, 
should we bury our trash 
in a pit? Unfortunately, 
many campers think they 
are helping the environ¬ 
ment by burning trash in¬ 
stead of sending it to the 
landfill, but nothing could 
be further from the tmth! 
Camp fires don’t get hot 
enough to burn efficiently 
so a lot of that trash turns 
into toxic smoke that can 


harm you, your neighbors 
and the great outdoors. 

Finally question 
three told us that in order 
to protect human health, 
Kentucky’s open burning 
regulation restricts the 
outdoor burning of cer¬ 
tain materials. Which of 
the following items may 
NOT be legally burned 
under our state regula¬ 
tions? The choices are 
plastics, tin cans, paper 
products, food waste, Sty¬ 
rofoam, batteries, particle 
board, diapers, tires, tree 
limbs and piles of horse 
manure. We’ll give you 
a hint - only two items 
from the above list can be 
legally burned! They are 
the paper products and 
the tree limbs because 
everything else is listed 
as a no-no by Kentucky’s 
Regulation 401 KAR 
63:005! Open burning of 
the above restricted ma¬ 
terials produces dioxins 
and other cancer-produc¬ 
ing materials. 

Bracken County has 
a 73% participation rate 
for Rumpke Trash Ser¬ 
vice. Of the other 27% 
of households, many of 
them bum their trash as 
evidenced by the bum 
barrels, bum pits and 
scorched areas in yards! 
Not only is this an illegal 
practice, it is harmful to 
the health of humans, es¬ 
pecially young children, 
the elderly and those with 
chronic illnesses, and 
ironically, we are actual¬ 
ly destroying the very air 
we need to live! Please 
call 877-786-7537 for 
Rumpke Service and then 
RECYCLE, REUSE and 
REDUCE to keep God’s 
earth clean, green and 
beautiful!

Guarding The Gates Of The Senses 

St. Ignatius, the founder of the Jesuits, 
advised the following for novices seeking to enter 
his order: “All should take the most diligent care 
to guard the gates of the senses—particularly 
the eyes, ears, and tongue.” Guarding the senses 
and not allowing them free rein is good advice 
for all of us, not just novices embarking on holy 
orders. One way that we can do this is to maintain 
“custody of the eyes,” meaning that we should 
not allow our eyes to look anywhere we please, 
giving idle curiosity the power to direct our gaze. 
There are many things that it would be better not 
to see. We simply cannot un-see things once we 
have seen them, and some things get burned into 
our souls, as it were. Parents do well to teach their 
children restraint of the eyes. As a former teacher 
of teachers used to say, you must first get control 
of your students’ eyes. But not just the eyes, for 
what we hear and touch and what goes into and 
out of our mouths also leaves its imprint on our 
souls. There is a silence of the eyes as well as of 
the ears, and even a silence of the heart and soul. 
We do well to remember that God often speaks in 
a whisper, and if we are surrounded by noise and 
distractions we might never hear, see or taste the 
goodness of the Lord.

Give nesting eagles 
the space they need 

Getting too close with 
a drone or on foot can 
cause nest abandonment 

When trying to catch 
a glimpse of an eagle in 
its nest, Kate Slankard 
reminds people to keep 
their distance and make 
visits brief. 

“It’s natural to be 
excited when we see an 
eagle in the wild,” said 
Slankard, an avian biol¬ 
ogist with the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources’ non¬ 
game division. “But we 
don’t want to stay so long 
that we disturb them.” 

Researchers have 
documented more than 
150 pairs of nesting ea¬ 
gles in Kentucky this 
season. 

The bald eagle was 
absent from Kentucky’s 
landscape for decades. 
That began to change 
after the United States 
banned the use of the 
pesticide DDT in 1972 
and a nationwide re-in¬ 
troduction effort in the 
1970s and 1980s helped 
restore the majestic bird. 
Kentucky documented 
its first pair of nesting ea¬ 
gles in almost 40 years in 
1986. 

This growth has reac¬ 
quainted the public with 
Kentucky’s largest bird 


of prey, spotted in near¬ 
ly all 120 counties of the 
state, particularly during 
the migration and winter 
season from September 
to March. The public’s 
help was instrumental 
in the department’s abil¬ 
ity to document the ea¬ 
gle nests across the state. 
Now the department is 
asking for the public’s 
help again: Please don’t 
disturb the birds. 

Protecting their habi¬ 
tat and keeping a respect¬ 
able distance assures that 
eagles remain in an area 
and continue to repro¬ 
duce in the state. 

The federal Migra¬ 
tory Bird Treaty Act pro¬ 
vides protection for all 
native birds, but the Bald 
and Golden Eagle Pro¬ 
tection Act gives add¬ 
ed strength by making it 
a federal crime to take, 
molest or disturb these 
birds of prey. 

Slankard encour¬ 
ages those interesting 
in watching the birds to 
keep a distance of 330 


feet. Using a spotting 
scope, binoculars or a 
telephoto lens are ways 
to get a better view with¬ 
out disturbing the birds. 
She also encourages pho¬ 
tographers to use a blind 
to hide behind while pho¬ 
tographing birds in their 
habitat. The one thing 
that is absolutely prohib¬ 
ited is the use of drones. 

These safe distance 
guidelines can be fol¬ 
lowed with other raptors 
as well, including per¬ 
egrine falcons, hawks, 
owls and even vultures, 
to prevent disturbing 
them off the nest. 

Songbirds, such as 
the robin and the cardi¬ 
nal, build their nests clos¬ 
er to humans and are not 
as susceptible to those 
interactions. Other song¬ 
birds may not have the 
familiarity. 

For those that want 


to view a raptor nest¬ 
ing site without facing 
the daunting possibility 
of disturbing the birds, a 
live streaming video of a 
peregrine falcon pair and 
its four chicks is current¬ 
ly active at: https://lge- 
ku.com/environment/ 
plants-and-wildlife/pere- 
grine-falcons/cam. 

To learn more about 
the work the department 
is doing to protect birds 
visit the Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife website at 
fw.ky.gov and search un¬ 
der the keywords birds or 
eagle.
